2. ; The Certificate of Incporpbration of the Corporation is hereby 
amended in its entirety as set forth in the Amended and Restated Certificate of 
Incorporation set forth below.

reason of the feet that such person is or was a director or officer of the 
Corporation or is or was serving at the request of the Corporation as a 
director or officer of another corporation, partnership, joint venture, trust 
or other enterprise, shall be indemnified and held harmless by the 
Corporation to the fijllest extent permitted by Delaware Law. The right to 
indenmificatidn conferred in this ARTICLE EldliTH shall also include 
the right to be paid by the Corporation the expenses incurred in connection 
with any sutfi prbce^iing in advance of its final disposition to the fullest 
extent authorized by Delaware Law.
